Case Put on Calendar After 
Its Dismissal. 


The unusual proceeding of ordering a 
case put back on the docket after it 
had been dismissed was authorized by 
Judge Tracy in the Clark Avenue Pclice 
Court Friday when it became apparent 
that gang ethics were being used to 
thwart justice. 

This action followed an impassioned 


speech in court by City Attorney An- 
derson. 

“There will be no mockery of jus- 
tice by murderous scoundrels in this 
court, even though it is permitted 
over there,’”’ Anderson thundered point- 
ing across the street to the Four Courts 
building. 

Louis Diedricgsen and William J. 
O’Brien were defendants on  cross- 
charges of peace disturbance, There 
was nqthing in the record to show 
that it was different from the ordi- 
nary case of that character. 

Wanted to Settle Case. 
Before they were called for trial Died- 
richsen and O’Brien went to Anderson 
and told him that they did not wish 
to prosecute each other. As this would 
make conviction impossible, Anderson 
moved that the cases be dismissed. 
Judge Tracy gave the order. The cases 
wil] be tried Jan. 11. 

A few minutes later Anderson learned 
that. Diedrichsen had. stabbed O’Brien 
and that the case was taken to. Police 





cuting Attorney at the Four Courts had 
refused to issue a felony warrant for 
Diedrichsen’s arrest.

In addition to having the cases put 
back on the docket Anderson issued a 
police summons citing Diedrichsen and 
O’Brien to answer charges of general 
peace disturbance. 

“T believe,” he said, ‘that when men 
go about the streets of St. Louis stick- 
ing knive§ in each other they are dis- 
turbing the peace of the entire com- 
munity.” | 

At the Four Courts it was said that 
no warrant for Diedrichsen’s arrest was 
issued because O’Brien, following the 
traditions of gang ethirs, told the 
prosecutor that he would not appear in 
court as a prosecuting witness. 

At the City Hospital it was found 
that Diedrichsen’s knife blade did not 
inflict a serious wouncac and O’Brien was 
released after being under treatment 
24 hours.

BODY OF SLAYER 
FOUND AFTER tit 


KILLED OLD ENEMY'} 


Druggist Tied Hat to Bough of 
Tree to Attract Attention 
of Searchers. 





WORTH, Mo., Jan. 6.—The body of 
T. BE. Conway, a druggist, was found 
near here today, while the inquest over 
M. F.. Stevens, who was killed by Con- 
way yesterday, was in progress. Con- 
way had tied his hat to a bough and 
committed suicide under it. 

Three years ago the men went sein- 
ing together and quarreled over division 
of the fish. They were never on good 
terms since. 

Stevens, who was a retired farmer, 
went to Grant City yesterday and had 
just left the train and started up one 
of the principal streets for his home 
when he was shot. A man who heard 
the shot found the body. The Coroner 
was summoned from Grant City and the 
inquest began today. 

While the’ inquest was in progress 
boys stumbled upon the dead body of 
Conway in a clump of bushes not far 
from town. There was a bullet hole 
in his head and the gun with which 
he had shot Stevens was lying beside 
the body. It was evident that he 
had Killed himself soon after the 
murder of Stevens. 

- The Coroner immediately adjourned 
the inquest and went to view the body. 

Before Conway killed himself he tied 
his derby hat to the branch of a tree, 
evidently in order that it would at- 
tract the attention of searchers, and it 
was the hat that caused the boys to 
visit the spot. He had fired the contents 
of the gun into his mouth. 

Both Conway and Stevens were mar- 
ried and leave familes. Conway is be- 
lieved to have been insane. He left a 
letter in which he gave instructions as 
to the burial of his body. Conway had 
lived at Worth about eight years and 
Stevens had lived there a longer time. 

The wives of both the dead men are 
prostrated and the double tragedy has 
created more excitement than was ever 
known in the ordinarily peaceful com- 
munity before.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 6.—Twen- 
ty-two true bills, believed to charge 
first degree murder have been voted 
by the grand jury which has been in- 
vestigating the explosion which de- 
stroyed the plant of the Los Angeles 
Times. 

It is believed that not more than three 
or four men are named in the true 
bills. 

The return of the indictments was 
the culmination of a disaster that ex- 
cited the people of Los Angeles to a 
degree that for a few days bordered 
almost upon panic, and resulted in 
the offering of rewards aggregating 
almost. $100,000. * 

Union labor, which the Times and 
its proprietors had opposed, was in- 
jected into the situation, and when 
the special grand jury was impaneled 
Oct. 25, it was confronted with two 
conflicting theories. 

One of these, supported by the find- 
ings of an investigating committee ap- 
pointed by Mayor Alexander, was that 
the Times plant had been blown up by 
dynamite conspirators. The other, pre- 
sented by a committee named by the 
State Buildings Trades convention, was 
that gas was responsible. 

More than forty witnesses, the ma- 
jority of them identified with the union 
labor movement, were summoned from 
Seu: Francisco. and other cities. In ad- 
dition, labor union officials were sum- 
moned. In all, the grand jury examined 
more than 200 persons. | 

Among: the labor leaders summoned 
from San Francisco were Olaf E: Tveit- 
more and Anton Johanssen, who were 
supposed to have known J. B. Bryce, M. 
A. Schmidt and David Kaplan, three 
suspects in the case, who were in this 
city for a few hours after the explosion, 
but subsequently disappeared.

Miller has permitted himself to be 
sued by the:Pennsylvania Railroad for 
$2.16, the value of a ticket he refused 
to surrender when the company falled to 
provide him with a seat between Phila- 
delphia and Belmar;N. J. The suit was 
filed in Justice of the Peace Walker’s 
court in St. Louis. 
' Miller, since he took charge of Union 
Electric, has invited the public to “kick 
strong’ if bills were wrong or service tn- 
terior. . 

ff Miller succeeds in establishing the 
principle for which he is fighting, he 
may involve President McCulloch of the 
United Railways Co. in a world of 
trouble. An interesting fact in connec- 
tion with Miller’s fight is that Union 
Electric and United Railways are owned 
by the same corporation, the North 
American Co. If all Capt. McCulloch’s 
passenger’s not provided with seats, re- 
fused to pay full price for inferior ser- 
rvice there would be interesting develop- 
ments.

for his return, and going from one 
window to another to'look for him, and 
these repeated vigils caused a nervous 
breakdown.

His spinal cord severed by a bullet, 
Thomas Newman, 19 years old, probably 
will forfeit his life for his first crime. 
He was shot in the back by Patrolman 
Schrameyer of the North Market Street 
District at 2:30 a. m., after he had ig- 
nored a command 7 halt. 

Newman was carrying two bars of 
stolen brass. 

Schrameyer saw two men with brasses 
on their shoulders crossing a vacant 
lot near Broadway and Buchanan 
street. When he ordered them to halt 
one stopped and the other ran. The 
prisoner who surrendered is Fred Span- 
berg of 3442 North Ninth street. 

Newman after being wounded re- 
mained conscious. The bullet was re- 
moved at the city hospital, but phy- 
sicians there say he has little chance to 
recover. 

“T am a carriage maker, but I haven’t 
been. working full time and have earned 
less than $5 a week for the last month,”’ 
said Newman at the hospital. ‘The 
brasses were hidden under a lumber 
pile near the Niedringhaus mill, at Sec- 
ond and Destrehan streets, where Span- 
berg works. 

“T never stole anything before, but I 
had to do it to support my mother. I 
expected to get about $2 as my share 
of the sale of the stolen brasses.”’ 


TWO BLACK HAND SLAYERS 
ELECTROCUTED IN NEW YORK 


One Confesses and Tells How 
They Stabbed a Rent Col- 


lector in Albany. 


DANNEMORA, N. Y., Jan. 6.—Doi- 
nick Ferrera and Vincent Leonardo, 
young Italians from Albany, who mur- 
dered a rent collector at the behest of 
the Black Hand, were electrocuted -in 
Clinton “Prison this morning. Just be- 
fore he was strapped to the chair: Leo- 
nardo made a confession- which sub- 
\stantiated the evidehce’ of thé Ifalian 
detéctive, who had himself placed in a 
cell next to the accused men before their 
trial. 

Leonardo said he and Ferrera had 
been selected by the Black Hand to 
dispose of the rent collector of the name 
of Phelps. First they dug a grave under 
the floor of a saloon and then while 
he sat drinking, they suddenly attacked 
him. Leonardo declares that his com- 
panion did the actual stabbing with a 
sharpened file which was afterwarao 
found in the room of. one of the ac- 
cused. 

Phelps threw off both his assailants 
and staggered out to the street. He died 
on Oct. 6, 1909, with half a dozen stab 
wounds in his head and body. 

The executions occurred shortly after 
6 o’clock. Ferrera went first, maintain- 
ing his innocence to the last. Both men 
were calm.

Justice White declared that the history and the 
text of the law united in forcing the conclusion 
that the act was designed solely to cover cases 
involving offenses committed. on United States 
reservations, which would otherwise escape prose- 
cution on account of lack of state jurisdiction 
over Federal territory. To resort to it for the. 
prosecution of offenders who could be indicted 
and prosecuted by the states would be in direct 
conflict with the meaning of the law and the 
intent of its framers, 4 

2. The law was not intended to transfer to the 
Federal courts, or in any way to interfere with, 
the prosecution in the states’ courts of offenders 
amenable to their legal processes. ‘ 

On the contrary, Justice White emphasized the 
proof of the “sedulous purpose of Congress to 
respect the autonomy of the states and not cause 
every reservation situated in a state, if Congress 
had not legislated to the contrary, to become dis- 
tinct, and separate foci for all purposes of 
criminal legislation, conflicting with and per-

The soundness of the Supreme 
Court’s decision in the Pulitzer Hbel 
case arising out of the publication 
of certain charges relative to the 
purchase of the French Panama Canal 
Co’s properties on the Isthmus can 
cleanly be perceived by assuming that 
it had been of opposite effect. 

The construction of law under 
which the sult was begun woeld have 
rendered the newspaper business an 
extra hazardous occupation. It as- 
sumed a separate and distinct libel- 
ous offense could be committed. in 
every political distriet in which a 
newspaper containing an erroneous 
statement might circulate. * * 

Such a decision at this particular 
time is extremely satisfying. There is 
a continuous reaching out for more 
and more power on the part of the 
Government at Washington. Legal 
theories and the text of legal enact- 
ments are strained to give a color of 
authority to new acts of: encroach- 
ment. It is wholesome to see the 
process arrested once in a while and 
a reminder given to the inferior ju- 
diciary of both jurisdictions that the 
states still have rights Washington 
is bound to respect.

The 
community at once has: hundreds of 
thousands of women and children on its 
hands. 


“They haven't done anything to de- 
serve pauperism. The women have 
been doing the work nature gave them 
to do. They have been producing new 
human beings. They have been rearing 
citizens, the greatest wealth a com- 
munity can possess. What does the 
commurity owe them in return fer the 
service? 


“In a country where the population 
approaches stability motherhood pen- 
sions, paid by the State, are practical. 
In effect this means that-women are 
compensated for the loss of their wages 
during the time they are staying at 
home to bring up children. In. this 
country, with an immense immigration, 
bringing in millions of aliens every year, 
motherhood pensions seem impractical. 

“An alternative which has occurred to 
me is a great extension ef the day 
nursery. We might have municipal 
ereches in each neighborhood, where 
women could leave their babies during 
working hours. But that plan has 
inany objections. It does not solve the 
problem of the young baby at all, be- 
cause the young baby must be fed by 
{ts mother. 


“It seems to me that the ultimate 
solution will. be found in some form of 
insurance. The young man and woman 
contemplating marriage will invest in 
an insurance against her loss of time 
during the child-bearing period, ‘just 
as any of us buy accident insurance. 

“This may be State insurance. It 
may develop in lodges, labor unions or 
other fraternal orders. 

“In any case, can you see how it 
would work? A young woman is about 
to become a mother. The insurance 
office is notified, and the woman retires 
from her wage earning, receiving weekly 
from the company the equivalent of 
.p her. wages.. She stays at home until 
her child is weaned. Then the well- 
to-do woman will leave her baby with 
a good nurse and return to her pro- 
fessional or business life. She does this 
now, without the excuse of productive 
work. 

“The industrial woman will have to 
put up with the collective nurse—the 
creche.” 

“But what will be the effect on the 
husband and father?” I objected. 
“Won't he be turned into a drone?’ 

“Some husbands will.” Mrs. Dorr dry- 
ly answered. “Some are now. Count 
the endless number of deserting hus- 
bands under the present system. Go 
te court and listen to the non-support 
cases. One child in each 35 is commit- 
ted to an institution in New York City, 
not because the father cay ’t support 
it, but because he won't.
